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Whether the following pages have any re* 
course to th3 ^J basest meana of prevarieationt 
and slander," with which the Oxford Publish- 
er of Dean's "Resaons ver^ poUtelif charges the 
Orthodox, the public will judge for themselves. 

In my opinion, it is not Universalism, but 
the opposite '* doctrine, that needs only to be 
known,** as established by the clear and infalli- 
ble testimony of Inspiration, *' in order to be 
believed." Though '* it has to contend with 
the prejudices 61, ignorance of men,"(and their 
wickedness too, which fills them with strong 
aversion to the doctrine of future and everlas- 
ting punishment;) *'yet if we give credit to 
the Scriptures, it must finally prevail." 

If Universalism is now in some places *< ma- 
king rapid strides," this is no more than has 
been true of Mahometanism^ and sit least '* an 
hundred and twenty" other "tsm5," which 
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have, in successive ages and among diflereut 
nations, spread moral desolation and death in 
their course. The progress of a doctrine, aside 
from the nature of the means employed in its 
propagation, and from its actual effects upon 
the dispositions and conduct of its recipients, is 
no evidence of its truth. And when Judged of 
by the means employed, and the effects produ- 
ced upon all its firm and sincere believers, that 
system of doctrine^ in which eternal punisb- 
ment coni^titutes one article, will exhil^i^ pre* 
eminent claims to pur xeception. 

It is idle to call the doctrine of ** everlasting 
punishment," or endless misery, a Pagan doc- 
trine ; for it is a fact capable of the best and 
most decisi^ pi'pof, tljat most of the Heathen, 
ancient and modern, have ever been believers 
in Universal Restoration. Equally idle is the 
insinuation, that this doctrine is a tradition of 
the Pharisees, or an error of Mahometans ; for 
it is a fact, that both the Mahometans and the 
Pharisees among the Jews, have ever been, in 
respect of their denominations, advocates of Upi- 
versal Restoration ; in other words, their 
belief has been that no Pharisee and no Ma- 
hom^tan could, '* however enormous his sins," 



incur eternal punishment. Nor have the great 
body of Roman Catholics, been for ages, under 
the influence of this doctrine ; for they /' have 
made it of none effect by their traditions," res- 
pecting Penance, and Purgatory, and^ Indul- 
gencies. 

Hence, all attempts to promote Universa- 
lism, and suppress the opposite doctrine, by an 
exhibition of the immoral lives of Pagans, Phar- 
isees, MahoQ3etans, and- Papists, is, (if I may 
jjtse the polite language of the Publisher before 
referred to,) to ** have resort to the basest means 
of prevarication and slander J** In proof of this, 
evidence upon evidence might be ^.Qcumiilated 
to almost any extent, and from historians and 
other writers of the first respectability. 

Having made these statements, with a view 
to rectify some prevalent but erroneous impres- 
sions, the writer would now humbly submit 
the following pages to the friends of pure doc- 
trine, vital piety, practical religion, and sound 
morality, in the county of Oxford, and, indeed, 
to all who may condescend to give them a pe- 
rusal. He cannot but hope, that this feeble 
attempt to enlighten christians, (who are not 

already in possession^ better means,) to fur- 
l* 



nish th^ir children and families with an apti- 
dpte to error?! ^ which' they are dailj exposed, 
6i> ^Iso, if possible, to awaken the secure sinner 
from the dreams of delusive hope, will receive 
the blessing of Heaven. Let christians praifj 
and pr^y fervently i for this result. And let all 
read with candor, earnest desire to know what 
the truth is, cereiiil attention to the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and much prayer. 

Though this Work i^ more especially devot- 
ed to a consideratipn of Uni verbalism, it is ho- 
ped it may serve to increase a general knowl- 
edge of the Scriptures, and of Revealed Truth.

INTRODUCTION. 

On the Use of the words Allj Every, kc. in the holy 

Scriptures. 

We are often told by the advocates of Universal 
Salvation, that the word all does not mean a part. 
However true this assertion may be, in one sense, 
it is, in another, and the sense intended, demonstra- 
bly inaccurate. What saith " the law and the testi- 
mony ?" 

Eccl. vii. S.3,£0 : " It is better to go to the house 
of mourning than to the house of feasting ; for that 
is the end of all men." " All turn to dust." But it 
is not the end of all men^ without exception, to 
sleep in temporal death, and. turn to dust* Enoch 
-^ vfas translated, that he should not see death," Heb. 
xi. 5. So also was Elijah ; instead of dying, and 
turning to dust, h^, <' went up by a whirlwind into 
heaven/' £ Kings, ii. 11. 

In Matt. iii. 5, 6, we are informed that there went 
out to John, " Jerusalem, 9nd all Judea, and all 
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the regwn round about Jordan, and were baptized 
of hiin/' Yet tbero is reason to believe, that many 
in tbosc places never receiyed the baptism of John. 
At all events, so much is certain ; '' The Pharisees 
and lawyers rejected the counsel of God against 
themselves, nof being baptized of him" Luke vti. SO. 

The apostle requires wives to be ^' subject to their 
husbands in every thing ;" and " children to obey 
their parents in all things," Eph. v. 24. Col. iii. 
20. But every thing, and all ihingSf here designate 
only what is consistent with duty to God. Wivea 
and children are not required, by either the law or 
the gospel, to lie, or steal, or murder, to please their 
ungodly iiusbands and parents, who have no fear of 
God before their eyes. They are required to obey 
them, only, " in the Lord," Eph. vi. 1. Matt. x. 37, 
Luke xiv. 26. 

St. John says to Christians, ** We know that we 
are of God, and the whole tooirld lieth in wickedness, 
1 Ep. V. 19. That by the whole world, is not here 
intended all mankind, without exception, it is su- 
perfluous to remark ; for in this sense of the word, 
John a^ his Christian brethren, were a part of the 
world. Nor does the phrase, the whole world, in this 
and many other passages, include the then past, and 
the ^en future, generations of mankind. And this 
remark is equally true, in application to many of the 
passages, in which are the words, aU, every, and the 
like terms of universality. This is a faet which Uni* 
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versalists seem to have au unaccouatabl« propensity 
to forget, when expounding their favorite portions 
of scripture. And no wondec ; for their arguments 
would take wings and fly away, if they did not keep 
out of sight a part of the truth, pervert language, and 
envelope themselves in darkness. 

If any one would see more examples of the uye of 
the words, all, evtry, &c. in a restricted sense, he 
may consult the following Scriptures .^t^/Z people : 
Deut. xxviii. 10. Josh. xxiv. 18. Acts ii. 47. Luke 
xix. 48; XX. 6, — All nations: Jer. xlvi. 26. Isa. 
xxxvii. 18. Mdl. xxiv. 9. Luke xxi. S4. Rom. f^ 
^Q.-^All the earth : Josh, xxiii. 14. Zeph. iii. 8. 1 
Kings, X. 24. Jer. li. 49.— wJ// Israel : 1 Sam. xviii. 
16. 1 Kings, i. 20 ; ii. 15. 2 Chron. xxviii. 23. — 
All the Jews : Jer. xl. 12. Acts xxvi. 4. — All the 
tporld: Luke ii. 1. Rev. iii. 10 ; xiii. 3,~-^All things: 
Rom. viii. 32. 1 Cor. iii. 21. Matt. xvii. 11. Zeph. 
i. 2. Eph. vi. 21. Phil, iv. 13. Heb. ii. 17. 1 Pet. 
iv. 7. 1 John ii. 20. — All men: 2 Cor. iii. 2. 1 
Thes. ii. 15. Zech. viii. 10. Luke xxi. 17. Mark 
V. 20. — Every city, place, thing, &c. Acts xv. 21.

Will any one now say, that the scriptures assert 
what Is not true ? This does by no means follow. 
Words are merely arbitrary signs, which have no 
■aeanini; aside froni the use they obtain among man- 
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kind. Neither ^heir letters, nor their sounds, have 
any natural connexion with the idea they are used 
to express. This may be made plain by a single ex- 
ample. The words, white in English, blanc in 
French, leukos m Greek, and candidus in Latin, dif- 
ferent as they are in their letters and sounds^ are all 
used to express the same color. And had those words 
only been so used, they would just as naturally have 
llenoted the color of red, or green, or blue, as the 
color we now designate by them. It is not nature, 
but use, that gives words all their meaning. Inde- 
peMent of their use, no word has in fact any mean- 
ing. £very word, therefore, expresses just what it 
means according to the use it has obtained among 
mankind. Ignorant of this use of any word, it con- 
veys to us no correct idea. This is the reason, why 
we cannot understand the discourse of a Hindoo, as 
' well as that of an American. 

It is not necessary to my present purpose, to en- 
ter into any consideration of the different classes of 
propositions which logicians denominate universal. 
One thing is certain. In no age, have mankind con- 
fined the use of the words, all, every. Sec. to such 
propositions, as are absolutely universal. Those 
words have ever been used as the sign oi universal- 
ity in propositions, which are known to have excep- 
tions. When Solomon said, " All turn to dust," he 
knew, that Enoch and Elijah were exceptions. And 
Matthew knew, when he said, that ^' All Judea and 
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aU the. region round about Jordan, were baptized of 
John," that the "Pharisees and lawyers" were car- 
eejttiims. Yet they stated only what was true. For 
they used language, according to its common aecep- 
tation. 



SECTION I. 

Proving that Endless Punishment is just, and is 
the penalty of the 2ati7.— Reasons 16, 109. 

REASON XVI. 

^'Though the death that followed transgression^ 
affected both body i^id soul, and, for any thing men 
could do, would have reigned forever ; yet in the 
purpose of God, it was not eternal." Hosea xiii. 14 
-— '* O death, I will be thy plague ; O grave, I will be 
thy destruction !" 

Evidence that God will bless, and forever save the 
children of his grace, is no evidence, that all our 
race will ever be his children by adepdon, and par- 
take of the provisions of his house. It is true, that 
all mankind, (whoever die, see Introduction) will be 
raised from the. grave, and be delivered from the 
power of temporal death. But some will then be 
** unjust," and will " come forth to the resurrection 
of damnation," and remain filthy forever. John v. 
S9. Actsxxiv. S. Rev. xxii. 11; xiv. 11. 

Mr. D. adaiita tl^it the death, consequent oa 
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transgression, ^*for any thing that man could do, i 

would have reigned forver,^^ "By forever^ he n\eans ' 

absolutely endless; for in any other sense of the 
word, he (being a Restorationist, and admitting fu- 
ture punishment,) believes in death forever. Con- 
sequently, it follows from his own statement, either 
that endless punishment is just, or that salvation is 
not of grace, or m6re undeserved favor. For all 
that men could do, God might justly have abandon- 
ed them to all the horrors of endless death. To de- 
ny this, is to deny all grace in salvation ; for it is a 
dictate of reason, that there can be no grace in God's 
delivering mankind from evils, to* which he cocAd 
not justly have abandoned them. 

Thus we see that, as surely as there is any grace 
in our deliverance from death f or ever, endless pun- 
ishment is just. 

If any deny, that salvation i» of grace, they oH^t 
at once to avow Deism, and no' longer make pretea^ 
sions to faith in Christianity. For all who admit 
the doctrine of salvation by grace, must also^tf they 
will be consistent, admit, that God was under fto oh- 
ligationy in point of justice to the human fomily, ta 
provide a Saviour. Hence they must admit, further^ 
that he might, in perfect justice to masikind, have 
left them all to suffer' an eternal death, ad eniiUess 
punishment. Ihe jiistiee of eternal jpumskment i» 
fwrther drfended in IStec. 6. 
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REASON CIX. 

** Endless misery is against the promises, and 
therefore not contained in tlie law." Gal. iii. 21 : 
** Is the law then against the promises of God ? God 
forbid !" 

Why did not the author quote th^e whole of the 
▼e^se, but that he saw it would at once, and direct* 
Jy. contradict his own proposition ? *^ If there iisA 
been a law given, which could have given life, verily 
righteousness should have been by the law." The 
law is not agalpst the promises, because it cannot 
give life* To be against the promiseSf in the sense 
of the ApQStl^ is to supersede them, and make them 
umieces£fary. This he 99ys, again and again, the law 
did not do. See Y. 17, 18, £2, 23. In a word, the 
law is not against the promises, becawe it does not 
disannul them, or does not make them ofiwne effect, 
but concludes all in unbelief, and shuts vp to the 
faith of Christ all men, as the only possible way of 
escape from the wrath to come. 

It is not, therefore, the dootrine of endless mise- 
ry, but the denial of it, that is against the promises 
of God. It is Mr. D's doctrine, that is against the 
promises ; for it teaches, that mankind may suffer 
the penalty of the l&w, (it being only a temporary 
punishment,) and thus save themselves by the law^ 
It teaches another way of salvation, besides that by 
Christ. It teaches, that all maqlUnd must hav« been 
saved, had Chri9t never coaift, to put away sin hf 
2 
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the sacrifice of himself. It teaches, that all mtut be 
eavtdy even if they eternally reject the gospel of 
Christ. 

If tliis is not to make the law against the promi^ 
es, it is forever impossible to conceive how any 
one thing can ever be agamat another. Hence, ev- 
ery one who denies endless punishment to be the 
peifalty of the law, contradicts the Apostle, and tra- 
ces the law against the promises. But whose doo- 
trine ^Ul stand ; theirs, or the Apostle's? If that 
of the latter, then " endless misery" is the penalty of 
,the law. 

Having now seen, that endless punishment is just^ 
and 18 the penalty of the law ; we shall, in die fol- 
lowing pages, endeavor to ascertain whether the 
Scriptures teach, that justice, in the infliction of 
such punishment, will, or will not, ever be except- 
tod. 



SECTION II. 

Reasans 1 — 15, quoted at full length, 

REASON I. 

« God has declared by St. Paul, 1 Tim. ii. 4 : He 
will have all men to be Laved." 

The word here translated will, is not expressive 
•f ajptirpo^e.or cte^ee. It is not the same word, 
which the apostle uses in Rom. riii. £9, 90, and otb^ 
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eF places, where he declares the gracious purpotee 
of Heareo.— It here expresses merely the precept 
five will of God, which requires " all men to be 
SftTed/' by coming ''unto the knowledge of the 
truth/' or, in other words, receiving and obeying the 
gospel. God commands all men to be saved ; and, 
as the means of salvation, to come uoto the knowl- 
edge of the truth. 

Biit we all know that his precepHvt will, or his 
will expresstd in his commands, is not universally 
obeyed. Contrary to this ** %vill of God," impurity 
has never -been banished from the earth. 1 Thess. 
iv. 5. And contrary to " the will of God," the 
church of Christ has never wholly, " with well- 
doing, put to silence the ignorance of foolish men.'* 
1 Pet. ii. 15.— See Reason iv. 

REASON II. 

<' God has but one will. Job, xxiii. IS: ** He is 

in one mind, and who can turn him 1" 

» 

This reason, being founded on the preceding, is, 
of coui'se, already answered. For if the " one 
Qiind'' of God, here intended, be the same as his 
'* will" that all be saved, it is obvious to reply, that 
his will is frustrated, by every fornicator, and vari- 
ous other characters. And what will be their doom? 
" They which do such things, shall not ifiherit the 
kingdom of God." Gal. v. 19 - 21. 

It is true, the words of Job are a declaration of 
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tbe immtaahiliiy of Dhriae pitrposes, BtU the pur- 
poses of Jehovah are not the same thing, as his will, 
that every o^e should abstain from impuritj, the ig- 
norance of foolish men be silenced, and all m^n 
saved by obeying the truth as it is in Jesus. Nor 
do Universalists themselves believe, if we may judge 
from their own language, that ^^ the revealed rtJSk-J 
POSE of God" and his ^^ revealed wUV^ are the Mine 
thing. See Sec. 6. 

REASON III. 

*' Jesus taught his disciples to pray, Mat. vi. 10, 
<< Thy will be done." 

It is matter of fact, that St. Paul prayed " thrice" 
lor the removal of " the thorn inihis flesh," and pray- 
ed acceptably, and yet, that the thorn never departed 
from him. 1 Cor. xii. 7-9. Hence it is equally 
a matter of fact, that the disciples of Christ may 
obey his command, even in the Universalist sense 
of it, and yet all men never be saved. God may 
answer them, as he did the apostle, in some other 
way than by a literal bestownient of what they ask. 
Besides, their prayer is not a prayer for the salva- 
tion of any who have died in their sins. If I mis- 
take not, those Universalists who believe in a tempo- 
rary future punishment, have not yet adopted the 
Popish custom of praying for the deliverance of 
souls from " the pains of purgiatory." 

Christians have for ages prayed^ acceptably, that 
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tbe mil of Godr &« expressed in his Tioly precept*^ 
** may be done in earth, tiaitUin heaven.*^ Yet this 
inll o/ God IS not thus done ; many do not love 
God at all ; nor do any * love him with all the heart, 
lind soul, and mind, and strength." But it is obvious 
that their prayer does not include those who have 
perished in their iniquities, nor those who, though 
still in the land of the living, have committed " the 
sin \mto death." iJohn, v. 16. Mark, iii. £9. 

REASON IV. 

- *' God is opposed to the eternal perdition of any 
of the human race. 2 Pet. iii. 9. He is "not wilt 
ing that any should perish." 

Christ was equally " opposed" to the Jews' rejec- 
tion of him, and eqwdly " not willing" that they 
should thus bring ruin upon their own heads. He 
wovld have gathered them, but they t^tiZii not ; and 
because they would not, he even " wept over them," 
at the same time that he declared, " Behold, your 
house is left unto you desolate," and that * the things 
belonging to their peace were hid from their eyes.' 
Mat. xxiii. 37,58. Luke, xix. 41, 42. 

The words, ^ not willing," are never used by au- 
thors, who write good English, to express a purpose 
or decree. These words, in their common, and so 
far as I have observed, their invariahle use, convey 
DO such idea. Nor does the Greek of Peter desig- 
nate a Divine purpose ; it being the same wordj 
2* 
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which is used in Mark xv'. 15, where it is sak!, ^* Fu 
late uTt'/Ziytg* to content the pebpLe,. released Barna^ 
has unto tliem," and also in Luke xxii. 42, wbera 
Christ says, "Father, if thou be wiUing, remove 
this cup from me." Other passages might be noti- 
ced. But the meaning of Peter, especially if we 
read the uiholt verse, is obvious : viz. that it is not 
the pltasurt of God, as revealed in the benevolent 
principles and commands of the gospel, " that any 
should perish : but that all should come to repen- 
tance." 

These words of Peter, as well as the words of 
Paul, 1 Tim. ii. 4, which have already been noticed, 
are always explained by Universalists, as teaching 
that God has decreed the salvation of all men. But 
the original word used by Paul, is the same as in 
the passage where Christ said to the incorrigible 
Jews, " How often would I have gathered," toe. 
And the original word used by Peter, is the same as 
in the third Epistle of John, where it is said of Di- 
otrephes, " Neither doth he himself receive the 
brethren, and forbiddeth them that tpould" In these 
examples, it is evident, that the words merely ex* 
press benevolent feelings. And perhaps, as many 
suppose, this is all that Peter and Paul expf'ess by 
them ; though I have given a somewhat difierent ex- 
position of their language, believing that they hsid in 
view the duty of mankind, as well as Divine heneV" 
olence. At any rate, neither of theitt teach, that 
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Qodh9B purposed the salvation of all men. This 
•view of their language is utterly out of the ques- 
tion. 

REASON V. 

" God created man in his own moral image. Gen. 
i. ft6." 

This is as valid a reason for believing that all men 
are note holy, as that they ever will be. Ab God has 
suffered them to become unholy, he may, for all rea- 
son can argue from their primeval innocence, suffer 
them to remain so forever. 

REASON VI. 

" All the attributes of God tend to promote hap- 
piness. 1 John, iv. 8. " God is Jove." 

This reason is equally powerful as an argument 
'that there never has been any such thing as misery, 
as that misery will ever cease to exist. For the at- 
tributes of God are ^' from everlasting to everlast- 
ing," the same. Their tendency to promote happi- 
ness can never be increased. Nevertheless^ it is 
matter of fact, that there has ever been much unhap- 
piness in the world. And as all this has been in op- 
position to the unvarying tendency of the divine at- 
tributes to promote happiness; it is obvious, that 
^ese attributes prove nothing against the endless 
continuance of pain and wretchedness in the uni- 
verse. 

But it should be rememberedi that the attributes 
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of God do not tend to make any creature happy uk 
his Mm, To " the carnal mind," God is the most 
abhorrent object in the universe. When the incor*- 
rigibly wicked see hhn in all his glory at the last 
day, they will ** cry to the mountains and rocks, fall 
on us, and hide us, from the face of him that sitteth 
upon the throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb> 
Bev. vi. 16. , ' 

REASON VII. 

<' God's love is the source of man's salvation ; for 
^ God so loved the world, thai he gave his only be- 
gotten Son. John, iii. 16. Not to condemn the world 
but that the world through him might be saved. V. 
17." 

God did not give his Son, that the world, or a sin- 
gle individual, might be saved, unconditionally. 
Please to read the whole of verse 16th. <* God so 
4oved the world that he gave his only be^tten SoD^ 
^at whosoever believeth in him, should not perish 
but have everlasting life." By consequence, whoso- 
ever believeth not, shall not have life, but perdition. 
" He that believeth not the Son, shall not see life, 
but the wrath of God abideth on him. Y. 36. Read 
also V. 18, 19. 

It is true, the grand object of God in sending his 
Son into the world, was not their condemnation, bat 
their salvation. But this no more proves that all 
will be saved, than that St. Paul was instrumental of 
the conversion of all to whom he preached the Qo^ 
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pel. The grand object of Qod io putjting him into 

the m iDistry, was not their increasing hardness and 
, guilty and consequent ruin, but their conversioni 

pardiin, and eternal life. Acts, xxyI. 18. Yet to 
^ some of his hearers, he was only << a savor of death 

unto death." £ Cor. ii. 16. 

REASON VIIL 

'< God's love to us is the cause of our love to him, 
and to each other as christians; for, 1 John, iv. 16, 
*** We love him because he first loved us," and v. xki. 
•' He that loved God, loveth his brother also." 

Some love neither God nor man. *' I know you, 
diat ye have not the love of God in you." John v. 
42. Every Cain hates the people of God, abides in 
dtatky is a murderer in heart, and has not eternal life 
in* him. I John, iii. 13 - 15. 

REASON IX. 

" All whom God loves, will be brought to love and 
J3erve him, as it is written, Ps. 86 .• 9, " All na- 
tions whom thou hast made, shall come and wor- 
ship before diee, O Lord ; and shall glorify thy 
n ame." 

It does by no means follow, that God loves, with 
complacency, all nations, because he h^ made them. 

Making, and loving, in any sense of the word, 
-are quite different things. God does not exercise 
a love of complacency toVards all mankind; but 
** is angry with the wicked every day." Ps. 7: 11. 
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^nd he has declared,' that << the wicked flhatjl b« 
turned into hell, and all the nations that forget G^od." 
Ps. j9: 17. • , ' 

In the ^i7/enttiff», ' all nations shall worslup -and 
glorify God ;' that is, all the nations Men on the 
earth. 

Nor is there here any difficulty with the word, tUL 
Head Dan. 3 : 7, 1^2. ** Ali the people, the nations^ 
and the languages, fell down aiid wor8hii4)ed the^ 
golden image" set up by Nebuchadnezzar, and yet, 
*< certain Jews" neither fell down nor worshipped^ 
Neither in the Bible, nor in human compositionS| 
nor in common -conversation, is the word all, sq 
used as to exclude exceptions.— <9e«/fi^iWticiton. 

REASON X. , 

" Salvation is the effect of divine goodness. Ps. 
145 : 9. ** The Lord is good to all, and his tender 
mercies are oyer all bis works." 

It has never been doubted by any one, that all 
mankind are subjects of divine goodness, in respect 
of the common blessings of this life, as long as theif 
state of probation continues. And this is, evident^ 
ly, the kind of goodness of which David here speaks. 
And by *^aUtkt u>orA;«" of God, it is equally evi- 
dent, he means not only rational, but also irrational 
creatures, v. 16. << Thou openest thine hand, and 
satisfiets the desire of %vtry living thing J^ Hence, 
if Mr. D. has proved the salvation of all men, hehsft 



also pT^ed the salvattoA of all ^^btrdsy and fotttp- 
footed J^eaBts, and'creeping tbioga." 

REASON XI. 

" 7)]e first intimation of salvation in the Scrips 
tureSj contained in the declaradon of God to the 
serpen^ imports, the destruction of all evil ; Gen. 
S: 15. , The seed of the woman "shall bruise thy 
head." 

I never knew before, that bruising the head of a 
General strikes him, and all his soldiery, into non- 
existencev Our Fathers bruised the head of the 
Bnglish nlttion, broke in sunder the chains of op« 
pression, and became a free and independent peo- 
ple ; therefore, according to the Uhiversalist lo*gic, 
Old England, head and members, is all plunged into 
the gulf of annihilation. But seriously, a serpent's 
head may be much hruistd, ^nthout terminating his 
existence. In like manner, the power and kingdom 
of satan may be much reduced, and circumscribed 
within narrow limits ; and yet, he, and many with 
him, live in sii^and wretchedness forever.

** The gift of a Saviour's robe of righteousness 
to a fallen world,) was shown in/^e merciful con- 
duct of the Deity to our first pylrents, immediately 
after they had shined. Gen.B: £1, **The Lord 
God made coatu of skins, .and clothe^ them.'' 

What is this b«t faying, U <^od gives one man 
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amy thing, ha will give aU m^ Umry ^iog ? * BuV 
unhappily for the uoiversalist . ar^meni^ the B^^ip-' 
tures no where intimate, that the " coats of skins" 
were designed to typify any thing ; so m|ich as 
.even the salvation of ont persim. We might as 
well, and as conclusively, argue the salvation of all 
tnen, from die fact that << God clothes the grass of 
the field ;" though it be soon not only cut dowUji 
but " cast into the oven.'' Matt 6 : SO. 

REASON XIII, 

" Though sorrow and grief have so widely and so- 
long prevailed in the world ; yet, Isa. ^b : 8,** 
Th« Lord God will wipe away tears fi^m off all 
faces '" and, Ret. £1:4^ << These adia|l be no 
moi^ sorrow, nor crying." 

For ansKc^ ta the argument, as founded on Isa* 
^: 8,. read in the same chapter, V. 10, ^ And 
Mostb shall be tcodden down junder hkn, even aft 
a<;raw is trodden down for the dung-liill ;"- whleii 
emphaticaiUy expresses uttietr ruia affd th^ d^^pest 
degsadajtion. By <^ 2|U facee," the p^ophe«t did nol 
mean the faces of all «^en, but of a22 |fte J7«9itfv H^ff 
is Rev. 21: 4, any m^jtre to the p<»int. The con- 
text speaks of ttw chases of men : one, who over- 
come, and inherit all ihings ;' (mother^ who are 
" fearful, and unbelieviiig," Sate, and " shall have 
th^lr part, in the lake wj^ich hui&eth with fire and 
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REASON XfV; 

'" ^hou^h death with all its evils entered into the 
world by sin, and passed up()n all m^n, for that all 
have sinned ; jfet,. Isa. ib : 8, <* He {God) will 
swallow up death 'm victory !" Rev. SI : 4, " There 
shall be no more death ;" for, 1 Cor. 15 : 56, 
" Death the last enemy shall be destroyed." 

With respect to tsa. iJ5 : 8, read again V. 10; 
and with respect to. Itev. £1 : ^ read again, Vr 7, 
8, which havp just been in part quoted.-p-Xhere is a 
"second death for the wicked. But the righteous will^ 
by their "resurrection unto life," not only be deliver* 
ed from the^r^i or temporal death, but have a glori- 
ous immortality in heaven. This is what the apos- 
tle teaches in I Cor. 15 : 56 ; a verse, which, if the 
subject of the chapter be attended to, will be seen to 
speak only of the truly pious, and pot of the whole 
race of man. But for other passages of scripture^, 
even so much as the resurrection of the wicked 
Gould not be proved. 

REASON XV. 

^Thdugh all fmve sinned after Adaih'd exanftple, 
and come short of the glory [of God ;] yet, John 1: 
24,V. The LaMoab of Qod taketh away the sin of the 
world." 

God says, Ezek. £4 : 13, « i have purged thee, 
and thou tofiat i^t piiikTged, ,-" thati$, after 1 had purg- 
ed thee. : Sp Ql^rist inay be said to '' take %way the 
t9in of the world,!' though it is not aqtually taken 
3 



away. Neither of Aose passages appeair to speak 
of the actual removal of sin or guik, but only of the 
provision made, and the means usedy for its remor* 
al. God made provision, and used means, to purge 
the corrupt Jews ; and, in this sense, he purged 
them, though they continued as vile as ever. Christ 
has made provision, and instituted - means, for tak- 
ing away the sin of the world ; and, in this sense, be 
do^S take it away, though multitudes have wuch more 
«in, than if he had done nothing. John 15 : $S. 

But suppose we admit, that the taking away f^t 
sin of ike toorld did import its actual removal ; the 
expression would be perfectly consistent m& the 
endless perdition of many of our race. The Bible 
abounds in examples, in which by the toorld is not 
intended every individual of the whole race of man. 
^ The fair of the Jews was not " the riches of the 
fborld" in the Universalist sense of the word; for the 
Jews who fell, were a part of the human fumily. 
Rom. 11 : 12. Nor was " the casting away of them 
the reconciling of the world," in the Universalist 
sense of the word; for those who were cast atooy 
were a jMirf of the human race. V. 15. The disci- 
ples of Christ, though a part of the human family, 
'< are not of the world," John 17 : 16. 

The «^ord tvorldf in its more common use by the 
inspirecl writers, denotes merely, a large Atfm6er, 
or, at the Aiost, a large proportion of mankind. Nor 
does this word, of itself, designate tharaettr ; bin

cause they were f3rinerly) as .ihey now are, the 

larger pttrt of maiikind. 
Hence, as God the Holy Gbost uses Wiguage in 

bis word, Christ may actuaUy take away the sin of 

the toorld, and receive the world to heaven ; and 

yetj hundreds, and thousands, and millions of our 

race, ** go away into everlasting punishment." 

, If it be, aaked, whether it be a sentinnent among 

the believers in future and eternal punishment, that 

^ktrgeproportwn of the human race will be saved, I 

answer, Yes. It is believed that, however small the 

proporti on of the pious to the itricked, in all former 

p^iods, and in the present age, a time is coming, 

when all who shall then live on the earth will be 

rig^toous. It is believed, that such vast multitudes 

of pious persons are yet to inhabit the earth, that 

at the last day, it will be seen, that hundreds, if not 

thomandSf will be saved,, to one that is lost. Though 

oftoi reproached and slandered, as maintaining 

that ' Satan will finally run away with far tb e greater 

part of God's rational ofispring,' the Orthodox be* 

lieve no such thing.

REASON XVIX. 

** Christ opened a new and living way to the fa- 
vor and presence of God ; he hath entered into hea- 
ven itself, now to appear in the presence of God for 
us.'' Heh. ix. 24. 

Bat it is equally true, that sinners do not all ac<* 
#ept the new and living way of access to th« favor 
of God. John v. 40 :' '< Ye will not come ta me, thai 
ye might have life." And for those who sin wiykd-. 
ly, in opposition to a " knowledge of the truth, there 
remaineth uo more sacrifice fdr sins, but a certain 
fearful looking for of judgment, aiid fiery indigna* 
tioQ, which shall devour the adversaries," or ene^ 
lilies of Chriift; and diey shall hav« ''a sorer pun-* 
iahment," than the despisers of the law of Moses : 
Heb. X. 26— £8. . 

REASON XVIII. 

"By accepting the offering of Abel, God showed 
his purpose of saving th« world by the offering of 
Christ, who hath" * offered himself vdthout spot to 
God, to purge our consciences from dead vKprks,* 
kc. Heb. ix. 14. 

So, because " the Lord had respect unto Abel, and 
te his offering, hut imlo Vain and his offering had 
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fiol resput,^* as we read, Gen. iv. 4, 5 ; tfaerefox^ 
Cain, and all like hio], will surely be saved by 
Christ. If this be sound. argument, what can be un- 
blushing folly ? The whole history of Abel and Cain 
teaches us, that God will accept ' htlitvtT»y agid re- 
ject vnbtlitvers. For it was " by faith,'' that " Abel 
ofifered unto God a more excellent sacrifice than 
Cain :" Heb. xi. 4. 

REASON XIX. 

". God's preservation of Cain, after his murder of 
his brother, indicated his intention of saving from 
death a sinful world, by the death of his Son ; he 
' set A mark upon Cain, lest any finding him should 
kill hini ;' and thus,'by a special providence, secured 
him from death:". Gen. iv. 15. 

What is this but saying, that, because vengeance 
was not executed upon Cain immediately, no mar- 
derer, and no sinner, can ever perish ? But such 
reasoning is no more new, than strange. Ps. x. 15 : 
^Wherefore doth the wicked contemn God ?^ he 
haih said in hia heart. Thou wilt not require it J* 
Perhaps Cain reasoned in the same manner, as his 
genuine descendants. ^ Because sentence against 
an evil work is not executed speedily, therefore the 
heart of the sons of men is fully set in them to do 
«vil :" £ccl. viii. 11. 

REASON XX. 

The preservation of Noah and family la the nks 
3* 



leaches the salyation of ?M men from the floods of 
death. 1 Pet ii. 21 : *The like figure whereunto 
even baptism doth now Save us." Acts ii. 88, 39? 
' Repe^nt, and be baptized, «yerj^ one of you, k,o. and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost; for the 
proipise is untq you and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many aS the Lord oar God 
shall call.*" 

By those afar off, the inspired writers always 
mean the Gentiles. Peter declired that the prom- 
ise was to as many of them as the Lord should call, 
and to no more. Nor did he say the Jews should 
receive " the gift of the Holy Ghost," unless they 
should " repent," and *^ be baptized in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins ;" that is, with 
fiiith in hira for pardon, or justification. But bap- 
tistn will save no unbelieving and impenitent person : 
M irk xvi. 16 ; Luke xiii. 3. 

The whole history of Noah's preservation teach- 
es us, most clearly, that God will save all believers, 
and destroy all unbeliieveis. He was a believer; and 
those that perished in the flood, unbelievers. He 
was saved ' by faith ; and they were destroyed for 
their unbelief and its various fruits of Unrighteous- 
ness: Heb. xi.'7. ■

REASON XXI. 

The wonderful manner in which itbe lives of .ail 

who entered the ark, were preserved, sets forth the 
eflicacy of God's covenant of grace in Chirist. £ 
Sam. xxiii. v- "He hath made with me an everlas^ 
hig covtaant, ordered in all thinigs, ao^ sure." 



None but beiievevs can in truth say, " He l)fttb 
made with me an everlasting covenant." To such^ 
the covenant of God is as sure, as his *^ oatl^ ^d 
liromise,. two immutable things," can make it. But 
the words of the Apostle, *' all men have not faith/.^ 
have been true in every age, from the time of the 
revolt in Paradise to the present day. And, in xea-. 
pect to unbelievers, of what avail is the efficacy of 
God's covenant with his people ? See, for ans.wer 
J^ohn ill. 36. 

REASON XXU. 

Universal salvation is argued from the ** bow in 
«the cloud," as dseal o£ Qod'n ** cov«otOAt with Kmk 
and all flesh." Gen. 9 : IS. 

But if this proves the salvation of all mei^ it. equal- 
ly proves the salvation of evejy living thing •; fowl, 
cattle, and every hf ^st of the earth. For that eoTr 
enant was made as expressly with every kiqd of am*- 
mal that periished by the flbod, asr with N6ah. V. 10. 
An argument which goes to people heaven with eve- 
Ty kind 6f animal, must be preposterous indeed.— - 
Re€ts<m 10. 

Nor is- it any m6re to die purpose to say that the 
rainbow, which Ood appointed to be a sign of bis 
perpetuiil goodness to all flesh in temporal things ; 
is idsb the sign 6f Christ the conqueror of death, and 
the glorious pledge of the covenant of his grace, who 
bringe^ salvation <o all inen,'^ because we read, 



*' There was a ninbow rouiid about tiie throne,'' and 
^ a rainbow was upon bis bead." Rer. 4:2. 10 : 1* 
For ereiy intelligent and unbiassed reader well 
knows, that such language is only i^Jigurative rep^ 
rtsentatum of the glory of €hrist. 

We are no where in the Bible, informed, that either 
the Father or the Son ** bringeth salvation to all 
Daen ;" but only, that ** the grace of Ood that bring- 
eth salvation, hath apptartd to all men." Tit. 2:11* 
But of what avail is this to those who do not receive 
and obey its '* teaehing" ; via. to ''deny ungodliness 
and worldly lusts, and to live soberly, righteously and^ 
godly in this present world ?" v. ISL 

REASONS XXin— XXX. 

« These reasons are founded on what God ' de- 
clared' to Abraham, ' repeated' to him, ' renewed' to 
Isaac, ' confirmed' to Jacob, &c. Though given as 
eight reasons, they are but one. The Scriptures ci- 
ted are-~Gen. 18: 18. Gal. 3: 16. Gen. 12: 3. £Si: 
18. £6: 3—5. 28: 14. Gal. 3: 9. Heb. 6: 17. 

I begin with the last, viz. '< Wherein God wDling 
mote abundantly to show unto the heirs of promise 
the-immutability of his counsel, confirmed it by an 
oath." Nothing can be more obvious, thfm that the 
Apostle here speaks merely of the " heirs,of prom- 
ise," and that he gives not the leaft intimaon res- 
pecting their number. But his words clea^ imply 
that their number 'is not co-extensive with the hik 
man race. The designation of a particular class of 
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IpeviBoiVSy always carries with it an idea of apothev 
class. Wlien we speak of " the heirs to an estate " 
we^.alwajs mean certain persons, exclusive ol others 
who are not heirs. 

Gal. 3 : 19. << He saith not. And to seeds as of ma- 
ny, but as of one, And to thy seed, which is Christ." 
It is incumbent on those who cite this pasaage 19 
proof pfUniversalismy first to demonstrate the uni-% 
yersality of faith. For it is certain that none are 
" included in Christ" but beUevers* 
. .The other passages are produced by the author, 
because they speak of *' all the nations/' k,c. as bleft^* 
sed in Abraham, and in his seed.' As to the word, 
All, see Introduction, Also Rta, 9. 

But why argue here with the author a moment ? 
Look at his next Reason, and let him confute him- 
self. 

REASON XXXI. 

''All na^fofij have never yet been blessed in Christ, 
much less have all the kindreds and families of the 
earth been blessed with the light of the Gospel ; 
this blessed promise of salvation to alt, remain's yet* 
to be fulfilled ; for Micah 7 : SO, *♦ Thou wilt per- 
form the truth to Jacob, and the mercy to Abraham, 
which thou hast sworn unto our fathers from the 
daysofoid.^' - 

It is true, the millenial glory and prosperity of the. 
church will surely come, when all nations, families, 
and kindreds, then on the earth, will be blessed in 
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Aliraham and his seed. Btit what does tbis prove, 
respecting the salvation of every individual of otir 
race ? Why, sorely just nothing. Families, and ev- 
en nations, have never yet been blessed in Christ, 
and have dief] in total ignorance of the Gospel. They 
have, to borrovr the words ot onr author, in his next 
Reason, *^ perished in their iniquity." What then, icr 
to be their eternal portion, their endiess state ? Un* 
less their deliverance from perdition can heprovedf 
sdl his preceding reasons, and all that follow, are, he 
himself being judge> '< empty as the baseless fabric 
of a dream."

REASONS XXXII— XXXIV. 

The argument is this : ^ Though the old world 
were disobedient in the days of Noah, and perish- 
ed in their iniquity, yet Jesus owned them his, by 
visiting them in their prison, after his death ;" he 
** preached to them the Gospel of salvation, though 
they had diied in their sins so many years before ;" 
therefore, '^ those who perish in every age,, will have 
the same privilege,*^ The scriptures cited as proof, 
and which will be quoted in a moment, are 1 Pet. S : 
18—20. 4 : 6. Ezek. 18 : £9. 

la regard to this argument it may be remarked^ 



that ^ejsenchtaimi does not follow 4^001 die ^e^mii* 
tB^ not ate the premises supported. 

1. The conelusion does not foUow from the 
premises. This must, be ohviousto eiiery! person,' 
of much discernment and reflection) and^ whoso 
intelleetiud ▼isioo is not obscured by a blind at*' 
tachmenttosome favorite system. Admitting that 
Ghidst did, a^er his death, visit the spirits of thtf 
old world jn their prison of woe, and there preach 
to them the Gospel ; it would no more follow ^from, 
tbbv that ** all who perish iu every age, will have 
the same privilege,*' than it follows from the health 
and riches and honors of one person, thatcver^ per* 
son is destined to have the same blessings. Equal- 
ly obvious is it, that the passage of scripture cited 
in sii^pport of the conclwion, affords it no st^^^t, 
** Are not my ways eqiuil ?" saith the Lord. Equei 
as here used, does not express an equality in the 
distribution of blessings to all men. Read anotheir 
clause in the verse : '* Are not your ways wteqiuil ?" 
The.meaning is obvious, even at the first blush of 
the words. God's ways are. eqtuU, in that all his re- 
qt]drements and all his judgments are perfectlyji^/ ;. 
and die. ways of men are tmtquedt in that th^y do 
not keep inviolate diving precepts, nor homblet 
themSjelves under the frowns of, his providence. ; 

This truth was exhibited by the. mouth of ^^; 
prophet, with special referenceto rh^ proverb 9xaong: 
the Israelites, '< The fathers have* eateti soutgrapes,

They believed, or at least pretended, thst they wef«

During that 
period orexceedingly long suffering, a period mudl 
longer than the whole life of man at the present dayv 
the Spirit not only strove with those obstinate sin* 
n«rs, but influenced and guided Noah in his preach- 
ing to thenu Thus Christ, not in person al^er his 
death, but by the Spirit^ preached to the old world, 
fft the days of Noah, even while the ark wasprepar'^ 
ing, and the long-suffering of God delayed the del- 
uge. 

If it be inquired, in w?iat prison were the spirits of 
the ante-deluvian world, it may be replied that, ac- 
cording to Mr. D. the prison of hell is intended by 
Peter. I can see no reason for dissent from him, 
in this opinion. And this suggests an answer to 
another question, often asked, viz. when were they 
spirits in prison ? Ks soon as they " died in their 
sins," and '< perished in their iniquity." Peter speaks 
of them as continuing to be in prison, in his day. 
Nor does it yet appear, that they ever have been de- 
livered from it, or that they ever w^ll be delivered. 
Dreadful as this idea is to think upon, it is not safe 
to believe the contrary without levidence. But as

judged according to men in the flesh, when their un- * 
godly opposerS} who continued to " walk in lascivi- 
ousness, lusts, excess of wine, revelUiigs, banqaet- 
ingSy and abominable idolatries,** spake evil ofthemf 
defamed their characters^ and nuide them as the filth 
sfthe world, and the offscouring ofaU things. But 
they were judged falsely. Though judged according 
to the depraved ihclinafions and passions oj the tut- 
tegenerate and the viciotts^ they '*J lived according 
to God in the Spirit^" or in obedience ts his com-- 
mcmds. 

The verse under consideration does not appear 
to have sq much as the least allusion to the old 
world. It speaks of christians, who lived in the 
faith and practice of the Gospel, though m^ystfalsely 
judged by an ungodly world. And there is some 
rectson foi' believing, that it has an especial respect 
to such christians, as had suffered martyrdom, Ke- 
ferring to the death of Christ in V. 1. the Apostle 
calls upon christians, saying, ** Arm yourselves with 
the same mind.'' The martyrs, like their Master, 
were not only falsely judged worthy of death by their 
persecuters, but were actually put to death as the 
vilest malefactors. 

If it be asked, in what sense it is said, that the 
Gospel was preached to them^r this cause, n Jt on- 
ly that they might live according to God in the Spir- 
it, but also that they might he judged according 1m 



men in tktfie»K ; we aB8wer,in the same seiise as 
» Christ says, ^ 1 came Dot to send peace, hut a stoord. 
For I am come to set a man at variance against his 
father, and the daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter-inrlawo^atiw^ her mother-in-law." Mat. x. 
54, 35. The Gospel of Clirist has, in every age, ' 
been the occasion of much variance among mankind, 
and even between the nearest relatives. The Apos* 
de would have christians to whom he wrote, under- 
stand and remember, that their persecutions, and 
their daily exposure to a violent death, were the nat- 
ural consequence^of the Gospel's being cordially re- 
ceived by some, but hated and rejected by others. 
" If they call the Master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more them of his household ?" 

REASON XXXV. 

"The Scriptures promise happiness to extend as 
far beyond misery and punishment, as thousands ex- 
ceeds units ; see Ex xx. 5, 6. ^ Visiting the in- 
iquity of the fathers, &&c. "Foi his angej endureth 
but for a moment," £&c. Ps. xxx. 5'. 

<' Them that hate me," and " them that love me," 
are two different classes of persons ; and, for all 
apy thing intimated in the passage, may retain their 
distinctive characters forever. Though God visits 
the iniquity of the fathers upon their wicked chil- 
dren, who walk in their steps, vnto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate him ; yet he 
^ows mercy vnto thousands of generations tf them 
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that lave him and keep hi$ commandmtrUs, That 
here is no promise, and not even the least intimation 
•that the *< misery and pmiishraent'^ of the gtntr€L' 
\ion8 that hate God, shall ever come to an end, it is 
superfluous to remnrk. 

And equally superfluous is it to observe, that the 
quotation from Ps. xxx, is addressed only, to ti)e 
" saints/* and speaks solely of God's parental chash 
tisement of his peculiar people. Verse 4« Indeed* 
it would be well to read the whole Psalm. 

REASON XXXVI. 

l^e Author asserts, that '* endless suflerings ate 
incompatible with the mercy of God." But how 
does he prove his assertion ? By applying to the 
world, what inspired men apply only to th« church 
and to christians, Ps. ciii. 9, 9. ** The X^ord ]» 
merciful and gracious, slow to anger, and plenteous 
in mercy. He will not always chide ; neither will 
he keep his anger forever." Jer. iii, 12. " 1« or I am 
fnerciful, saith the Lord, and I will not keep ang«r 
forever." Lam. iii. 31. " Fojf the Lord will not cast 
off" forever." 

r 

G^d ^' will not always chide" the righteous, for 
their infirmities and imperfections, which sometimes 
bring upon them his chastising rod ; ** nor will he 
keep his anger forever," against fhent ; nor '* cast'' 
them *• off forever,^* This, instead of proving that 
'^ endless sufferings are incompatible with die mer- 
cy of God" to all men, only proves that su«h pii4« 
iSslunent is incompatible with his mercy to his cove^ 
4* 
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nant'keepingpeopie. But the inference from thiis is 
obi^iouSy viz. that God will cast off forever the t<n- 
rigbteous, and wiW farever keep his anger against 
them, and will punish them altoays, even with *' end- 
less sufferings." 

)^It is high tihie for many to learn, that all mankind 
*re not members of the church, nor are they triily 
pious. Mr. D's application of promises is, howev- 
er, no " new thing under the sun." There were of 
old some who called themselves * priests' of the 
Most High, who ** put no difference between the holy 
and profantP Esek. xxii. £6. 
*^Ti[ie ungodly have " no part nor lot" in the prom- 
ises of God to the righteous. His promises ^e of 
the nature of an vn-*negociable note. Such a note is 
valid only to the person to whom it is given, and by 
whom it is received. Such a note wiitten, and of- 
fered as. a gift, is net binding, until accepted. The 
final rejector of it, never has any claims upon him 
by whom it was offered. In like manner, none, but 
those who actually receive the promises of God by 
a living faith, have any claim to their fuUilnient. 

REASON XL. 

God " hath solemnly promised their return to hap- 
piness," even " Sodom, the cities of the plain and 
Jerusalem." Ezek. xvi. 58. " When I shall bring 
again their captivity, the captivity of Sodom and her 
daughters, the captivity of Samaria and her daugti*« 
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ters, then will I bring again the captivity of thy cap- 
lives, in the midst of them." 

Whatever may be the exact import of this passage, 
several remarks are obviousf 

1. The words Sodom, Gomorrah, fctc. are often 
used figuratively, in the Scripmres, and denote ttot 
those whom God destroyed by fire from heaven, bwt 
persona like them in wickedness. Thus the kings of 
Judah are called " rulers of Sodom,^ and their soib^ 
jects "people of Gomorrah." Isa. i. 9. See also 
Isa. iii. 9. Jer. xiii. 14. Rev. xi. 8. 

■ 

In the figurative use of the word Sodom, its * re- 
turning from captivity denotes the conversion of 
idolaters.' — Lowth. 

£. Thus understood, the passage under consider- 
ation is expfained by facts. Many of the Persians 
did renounce their idolatry, and embrace the relig^ 
ion of the Jews, before the return of the latter from 
captivity. " Many of the people of the land," of Per- 
sia, " became Jews :" Esth. viii. 17. Josephua, 

3. It is very plain, from the p'assage itself, that the 
Prophet does not speak of the restoration of the an- 
cient inhabitants of the. literal Sodom, which God 
destroyed by a storm of fire and brimstone from hea- 
ven. For the restoration of the Jews, of which the 
Prophet speaks, was their deliverance from their 
bondage to the Babylonians; and that deliverance 
the Jews were to receive, according to the passage, 
* in the midst of them ;" that is, " in the midst of 
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Sodom and her daughters^ and Samaria and her 
daughters " But the Jews were not deiWered from 
the Babyiouisfa captivity, in the midst of, or in con^ 
nexion withy the Sodomites that peribhed in the days 
of Abrahani. Hence, all attempts to prove, from the 
passage^ the restoration of those Sodomites from 
the abodes of woe, are demonstrably vain. 

4. As it is thus evident, tliat the Prophet says 
nothing about the deliverance of the titeral Sodom 
from "the vengeance of eternal ^te" it follows, tliat 
he says nothing about such a deliverance of Sama- 
ria, Jerusalem, or any of the human race. 

REASON LXVI ^LXVIII. 

• 

These reasons speak of the restoration of Moab 
and Elam. The Author says, " The threatening of 
Ood, * Moab shall be destroyed from being a peo- 
ple,' has long since been completely fulfilled; yet he 
has promised, " Yet will f bring again the captivity 
of Moab in the latter days :" Jer. xlviii. 42, 47. He 
mentions the " similar declaration of the destruc- 
tion of Elam," and '^ its final restoration," chap-, 
xlix. 37, 39. From* hence, he concludes, that the 
Moabites and Elamites " are to be restored to hap- 
piness in a future state, unless those express prom- 
ises of God fail of being accomplished ;" and also, 
<< all which have been or shall be destroyed by tki« 
judgments of God :" Deut. xxxii. 39. 

A little knowledge of history would have saved 
Mr. D, the trouble oi stating such aH argument, as 
this. 
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. Both the tbreatenings and the promises respecting 
Moab and Elam hai^e long since been literally ful- 
filled, by their civil captivity, and deliverance from it. 

Moab was made captive by Nebuchadnezzar, soon 
after the Jews ; but they were afterwards restored to 
their country ; and were " a great nation," after the 
destruction of Jerusalem by the Romans. 

BrotvUf Lowthf Joaepkua, 

Elam, son>etimes called Elymais, was a province 
of Persia, in whidi was the city Shushan : Dan. viii. 
2. The word sometimes denotes, according to Dr. 
Jahn, the whole of Persia. The Elamites, like 
the Moabites, were made captive by Nebuchadnez- 
zar, but afterwards gained their freedom, and were 
among the instruments employed by divine Provi- 
dence, in the deliverance of the Jews from the Ba- 
bylonish captivity. — Joaephus ; Scott on Isa, xxi. 2. 
and Jer, xlix. 84. Calmet. 

What now becomes of the Author's argument, 
that the Moabites and Elamites " are to be restored 
to happiness in a future state 9 

It should be further observed, that Mr. D. is 
grossly incorrect in his assertion that '^ the nations 
of Moab, Elam, and others that might be mention- 
ed," (but which he does not mention,) " have long 
since been entirely ctU off from the earth. Elam^ 
Persia, is not cut off to the present day. It was 
reduced to captivity by Nebuchadnezzar, accord- 
ing to the Divine threatening by the prophet -, anil 



according to tiie Divine piomise, was restored to 
heir rftnk as a nation, and remains so at this day. 
And the J^oabites stiH live on the earth, though 
their national name is lost ; having hee n incorpora- 
ted with the Arahians, and other nations. Scott do 
Zeph. II : 9. Brown^s Diet. Bib. 

What now becomes of the Author's argument, 
even if we admit, that the promises he quotes, are 
promises of spiritual and saving blessings ? for, in 
order to find Elamites and Moabitesto receive those 
blessings, we have no occasion to leave the earth, 
and search the regions of darkness and woe. 

I know not to what other nations the writer al* 
ludes, but without naming them. But it is cer- 
tain, that the ^Ammonites, and some other ancient 
nations, who no longer retain their national name, 
are incorporated with the Arabians. — Calmet, Of 
course, they are not, in respect to any thing but 
their name, " entirely cut off from the earth." 

As to Deut. xxxH : S9, let the reader attend to 
the verses in connection with it. 

REASON LXIX. 

The writer refers to the following passages, to 
show that the effect of the judgments of God is, to 
bring the wicked to a saving knowledge of him ; 
£zek. VI : 14. vii : 27. xi : 10, 12. ' xii : 15, 
16, 20. xiti : 9, 14, 31,23. xiv : 8, &c. &c. In- 
stead of mentioning chapters and veises, I wiH 



now Qiereiy refer t^ the chapiert, ooentiDQed by Mr. 
D. %nd al^ to aU the <^mpters of fisekiel^ in whicli 
are found parallel pa$8%ges : 15, 16, ^, 32~«S6» 
2d, 30, 33— S4— 28, 3&— 30. 

In all these passagea we kave the phrase, ^m^ 
ihalt,orye> or they, 9hall know that lam the Lord. 
Thia declaration, on which the author founds his 
reason for restoration, occar& in the chapters refer- 
red to sixty-iix timet. The foDDwiag remarks wiQ " 
show how much universalism the declaration cob-^ 
tains. ^ 

I, The declaration, is made in no inrtance, in 
upplication to all the wosld. It is addressed, some- 
tsnesto the Jews^ sometiiBes ta indiriduak, and 
sometimes to Babylon, and other ti^1i<»\% specified ^ 
but not to every individual nation. Whatever, 
therefore, the declaration means, it teaches noth- 
ing respecting the salvation of all men., without 
exceptions. 

3. What the prophet say» of the salutary effect 
of divine judgments, ie said, not of all men, nor of 
all the Jew«,but of " a rewmonfi" Chap, vi : 8. 
Multitudes should perish, and the remainder should 
Amour that Jehovah is the true God. V. 11 — 14. 
Ch. XX : 38. The vFord remnant, or some other 
word of similar import, frequently occurs. Ch. 
XI : 13, ^1. x^v : 29. vir: 16; xx : 13,14. 

3* The judgments more especially intended in 
tbosepassages, are- jadgraents upon men, wh^ in

thtB^orld ; and the elfect, ^'ye shall know that I 
am the Lord," was to take place, while ihey were 
in this world: as is evident from Almost every chap^ . 
ter referred to. But it is a faet, established by 
both sacred and uninspired history, that many of 
the Jews did not break off iheir sins under the ca- 
lamities they suffered, but grew more hard and 
more ifile, until the vengeance of Jehovah swept 
them from the earth with the besom of destruc* 
tion. ^ - 

4. If s«me of those passages speak of the restor- 
ation of the Jews, it is certain that the restoration 

intended, is to take place in the present woiid. W ' 
course, it does not at all affect the state of those, 

who shall previously have died in their sins* ProV" 
ing that the Jews, who shall be alive on the eartji 
at some future period, will be converted to the 
Lord, 4s proving just nothing in favor of those who 
depart this life, before that period arrive. • 

It is no objection to this statement, that it is said, 
" ye shall know," &c. The Jews are. often ad- 
dressed asanation, beginning with Abraham, and 
living as long as any of his descendants continue 
on the earth. Besides, the " ye" are several timed 
distinguished from those that perish. Chap, xx : 
88. XIV : 22. 

5. Several of the passages evidently predict on- 
ly the removal of speculative error. In this sense^ 
tiie Jews have <^ known the Lord" as the true God 



in diitinetion from all Pa^an.gods, ever since the 
Babylonish captivity 9 they have long since been 
cured of idolatry, £yety,^one acquainted with 
their history, knows, that they often suffered every 
thing hut death, and some of them this too, ; rath- 
er than submit to idolatry^ when their enemies 
were determined ifi impose it upon them. ' As to 
the doom of .those who " know the Lord" only 
ifpeeidatwelyj see Luke xii : 47, 

Let every person examine critica9y all theptte- 
Jiages in the book of- Ezekiel, in which occurs the 
words, " ye,'' or 'Uhey shall know that I am the 
Lord ;" and he wiU find that the knowledge often 
intended, is only such as the most hardened rebels 
against Grod may possess forever, without any 
change of character; and that, however many in«- 
stances occur, in which experimental knowledge 
h intended, they teach nothing respecting all men. 

REASON XCV— cm. 

These reasons for Universal restoration, are foun- 
ded upon Romans xi. : 11, 12, 15, 'il, 33—37, i9, 
32, 33j 36. 

I shall not now stop to quote those verses ; the 
whole chapter ought to be read, attentively, by 
every one, to whom it is not familiar. Nor, after 
what has been said under the preceding reasons, 
can many words be here necessary. 

It is obvious, the Apostle here speaks of th^ 
6 



9ty/n as a fUfH6H ; of coaiW nothing «an be ugu^^ 
ed from his words respecting the state of Individ^ 
uals. The Jews as <Mialfon, were delivered ftom 
the Babylonish captivity ; but inany individual 
died before the time, and therefore were nat re* 
stored to their land. 

^ The Apostle admits, that the Jews of his day 
had been c&st away, except '^' a remnmU aeeord- 
ing to the election of grace.'* V. 5. ^'Because of 
their unbelief they wece broken ofP' from the 
church, ealled the <<goed olive tree.^ V, 30, 34. — 
Hence ih^ reeeinng of the Jews, must denote, 
their restoration to a standing in the visible church^ 
an event, 'which can take pla^ mdy in this f0orld. 
Of course, this restoration is exdteMoe of all who 
die in their sins. It is a restoration of believers in 
Jesus of Nazareth, as the true Messiah. Y. 3Sr 

It is true, "all Israel shall be saved." But what 
does this prove respecting the salvation of such as 
live and die, blaspheming the only name under 
heaven by f^hich any one can be saved? Why, 
nothing. For the Apostle expressly declares, 
"They are not all Israel, which are oj Israeli* — 
Rom. Tx: 6. And here is conclusive evidence, 
that God has not promised, that all the literal de- 
scendants of Abraham shall inherit eternal life. In 
order, therefore, to show to the whole intelligent 
universe, that his " gifts and calling are without re« 
p6ntanee,*'«r are wiKiout any change in his poxpos- 
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«B orpzomiseB, God is under no necessity of saving 
mil the Jews, without exception. The Apostle o^ 
ten distinguishes hetween the ime or spiriHud Is- 
raeli and Israel after the flesh. Rom. xi: 7. ix: 
27,30. 

REASON CVIII. 

Mr. D. believes in aniversal restoration, as he 
aays, "Because the language applied to happiness 
is much stronger than that which is applied to mi»- 
ery." — By a moment's attention to ^he passages he 
cites, we can ascertain whether his assertion is 
true. 

Isa. Lxv: 17.^ ."Ye shall not be confounded 
nfiorld toithotU end.^^ — This language, in the origi- 
nal Hebrew, is no stronger than Dan, xii : 2, 
which speaks of the ^^everlasting eontempV^ of the 
wicked; for the Hebrew word, denoting the dura- 
Hon of their contempt^ is Wx^samey as in the phrase 
rendered "world tci^Aott^€n£?.". "World without 
end," therefore, is eoerlasling. How often this 
word is applied to punishment, we need not stop 
to state. 

1 Pet. i: 4.— "An inheritance ineorrupt^Uf 
thsit fadeth not away.^^^-Ineorruptible, is no strong- 
er than /ai2e4A no/ tfuwn^. And fadeth not auHsy, IB 
no stronger than dieth not^ and is Tiot quenched^ 
which is spoken of the punishment ofthe wicked. 
Mark ix: 44, 46, 48. Nor is the Greek any 
Jtronger in Peter, than in Mark. 
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Heb. xir: 38. — ^^A kingdom, which' earmof ht 
moved.^-^This is na stronger than the language 
used respecting the regions of woe; its "fire n^ver 
8ha«l be quenched." Mark ix : 43, 45. 

Luke XX : 3&, 36. — "They who are accomnted 
Worthy to obtain that world, and the resurrection 
from the dead, neither marry^ nor are given in mar- 
riage; neither can they die any more,*' &e. 

Whether we look at the English or Greek Te^s- 
tament, this is no str9ngel' language respectii^ 
the duration of happiness, than we hare just quo- 
ted from Mark ix, respecting the duration of mis- 
ery. The rigfiteous die no more, and the worm of 
the wicked dieth not, nor is their fire quenched. 
» sfcor. iv: Vt, ^^^^ A far more exceeding and eter^ 
nal weight of glory, ^^ "Here is a glory far ex- 
ceeding efemoZ," says Mr. D. But where did he 
learn his grammar? A school boy, of common 
honesty and sensibility, Vould be ashamed of suck 
an assertion. The meaning of the Apostle is loo 
plain to be easily mistaken. He speaks of afflic- 
tions, as working out for believers ^far more ex- 
oteding weight of glory, than would otherwise have 
been their portion. And this weight of glory , 
however great, is eternal. 

If it be said, that the word and, between weight 
and etemaly is added by the translators, I reply, 
leave it out, knd the sense of the passage is not af- 
£p6ted in th« least. Should any one appeal to tkfi 
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fiieek, it will at once confoand Mr. D'l confment 
He will there find the Apostle teachings just what 
the^eommon tiaaslation expresses, that the ehris- 
lian's eteinal weight of glory is UMaierably or vnr 
gpenkably great. Qe wOl see, that far more e«- 
4ieedingy does qot designate the dHtation of 
future happiness, but ^erely , its magnUude ! And 
he will find, that its duration is expressed by the 
word eternal, merely, tienceits duration is ex- 
pressed by no stronger words, than the duration of 
future misery. Mark iii : 29. The 9ame word is 
used, Mat. xxv : 46, where happiness and misery 
are both mentioned, as of eqdal duration; though 
it is there rendered everlasting'. But in the Greek, 
there is but one word for everlasting and eternal. 
And this remark is true, generally, if not univer- 
sally, in application to the numerous passages in 
the New Testament, in which 'the word everlaat* 
ing occurs. Thisi fact it may be well for the mere 
English reader of the Bible to remember. 

Heb. Tii : 16.-^" The power of an endless life,** 
As these words were spoken by. the Apostle only 
in application to Christ, they teach us nothing re~ 
qiMctingthe duration of future happiness.' But 
had they been spoken for the very purpose of de- 
signating the duration of happiness, it would have 
been easy to show, that the language is no strong- 
er than is often used respecting future miseiy.— 
The word «nc22eM> is used only in one otkpi pas* 
5* 
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0age in the Bible; in which we read of "endlet» 
genealogies." 1 Tim. i: 4. Hence the word 
etuUesSf does not< always mean abaohUelf^inteTmiih' 
abk. Either in the Bible, or in human composi- 
tion, or common conversation, it is no stronger .a 
word for expressing infinite duration, then ever- 
htting, etertuUiforevery and /orev^ and ever^ 



SECTION V. 

Containing the remainder of the Reasons : viz.r 
37—39, 41—65, 70—94, 104—107, 110—120. 

The reasons for Universalism now to be consid- 
ered, are of the same general nature, as those at- 
tended to in the preceding sections ; only, per- 
haps, much weaker. Hence the whole one hundred 
and twenty reasons have been already answered.— 
In what follows, therefore, we shall aim at little 
more than a brief explanation of the passages of 
scripture, pressed into the service of a doctrine in 
favor of which they have no bearing. 

REASON XXXVII. 

Heb. x: 1. "The law having a shadow of good 
things to come,'.' &c.— Gal. in : M. " Wherefore 
the law was our school master to bring us unto 
Christ that we might be justified by faith." 

It is true, the " law with its types and ofiferiags 
had allusion to Christ and his gospel," Bvt, be- 
cause {he law had been to Paul and to other be- 
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lierers a succeflsful ichool-master, it does by no 
means follow that it is so to all mankind. A school 
master often fails of accomplishing his design with 
not «L few of his pupils. And whatever be the ten- 
dency of the law, it is a matter of -fact, that thou* 
sands of the ancient Jews were not led by it to 
the saviour and were not justified by faith in him. 

The most obstinate unbelief reigned almost uni- 
▼ersally among them, in the time of Christ and 
his apostles ; and this has continued down to the 
present day. This Mr. D. virtually acknowledg- 
es, and, therefore, assigns reasons for believing in 
their deliverance from future punishment. These 
leasons have been considered in the preceding 
section, and shown to be empty and delusive. As, 
therefore, the figment of a purgatory, or of tempo- 
rary purifying punishment, has not been establish- 
ed, it follows, that, thotigh the law be a school- 
master, and a good one too, some are never led by 
it, either in this or the future world, to submit to 
Christ for justification and eternal life. 

Luke II : 10. . ^ Behold, I bring you glad tidings 
of great joy, which shall be to all people.'' On 
the word a//, see Introduction. ' The import of the 
verse, however, is, that the blessing of Abraham, in- 
stead of being confined to the Jewish nation, as 
under the Mosaic dispensation, should come on 
the Gentile nations. It began to be fiilfiUed, when 
the rejection of the gospel by the Jewe^beoama the 
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oecasioh of iti being published to the Genlfles.-^ 
And it will have a very glorious acoomplishmerlt 
in the time of ttie Milleniiiuoi. Reas. 41. 

It is truly astonishing, to hear men of coiOBton 
eense argue on the principle, that the gospel can- 
not be go&d tidings to any except ^hose who receive 
it. Are not the tidings of an infallible remedy 
lor a disease, with which we may be afflicted^ good 
tidingSy whether we regard them or not. And axe 
not the tidings jtwf cls g*ooa, if we neglect them^ 
and die through out neglect, as if we obtain the 
ren^dy, and thereby secure a restoration to health f 

Blindness itself cannot but see, and duUneqs 
itself cannot butunderstand,that neither the Itc^Mg*^ 
nor the remedy are the less good, because neglect- 
ed. 

In no case do the blessings of Heaven cease to 
be blessings, in themselves considered, by being per- 
verted, abused, im- rejected to ouf ruin. When 
converted into cuffses by human vtickedness, they 
are still in tbeniselves considered, as really and as 
fully, blessings, as ever. ^* The spiitts in the pris- 
on" of woe, are under eternal 4Boral obligation to 
feel and gratefvlly acknowledge, that the gospel itr 
<< glad tidings*' ; and this too, though they contin- 
ually wee[j and wail and gnash their teeth, and 
forever fail of that deliverance fimm punishment, 
which >Restefatiofitsts attempt, vainly enough^ lx> 
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prove tbey iviU receire in some unknown period 
of their future existence. 

REASON XXXVIII. 

Deut. 32: 43. <^ Rejoice, O ye nations, with 
his people.''— There can be no harm done to the 
cause of truth, by reading the remainder of the 
same verse. " For he will avenge the blood of 
bis servants, and will render vengeance to his ad- 
Teisaries, and will be merciful unto his landy and 
to his people." Another verse may serve to show 
bow ^much . Uifiversalism Moses tauglit, in this 
chapter, v. 35. " To me belongeth vengeance Sf 
recompense ; their foot shall slide in due time ; for 
the day of their calamity is at hand, and the things 
that shall come upon them make haste^^ Read also 
V. 22—25, 37-^2. 

The verse, of which the Author quotes a part, 
appears to be a call of God to the heathen, to unite 
and rejoice with his people Israel, on pain of being 
destroyed. Whether they obeyed or disobeyed^, 
anyone may, easily learn from his Bible. 

* 

REASON XXXIX. 

Ex. 34: 6^ 7. " The Lord God passed by her 
fore him, and proclaimed. The Lord, The Lord 
God, merciful and gracious, long-suffering, abun- 
dant in goodness, and truth, keeping mercy for 
thousands, forgiving iniquity, and transgression. 
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i sin,and that will by no mean^ dearth^ guilty;^' 
le remainder of the sentence, not being to Mr. 
8. purpose, he does not quote, and indeed ought 
have stopt a little sooner than he does, to roak« 
t his system:) " visiting the iniquity of the fath- 
upon the children, and Upon the children's 
ildren, unto the third and to the fourth genera- 
n." 

But has it come this? Because God is " merci- 
and graciousJ'^does it follow that he' is not 
angry i/fith the wicked every day?" Because 
is ^< lodg suffering," does it follow that he will 
ar with sinners eternally, and never ^' take ven- 
anceP^ Because he is '^ abundant in goodness," 
es it follow that he has no 'justice in the execu-« 
m of which he will " turn the wicked into hell, 
d all the nations that forget God? Because he 
" abundant in truthi" does it follow that he will 
ntgard truth, bceak his word,and Save them that 
relieve not," and " love not our Lord Jesus 
irist?" Because he " will by no means char the 
ilty," does it follow that the guilty shall " go 
ipunished," and be saved? 
How is it possible for any man to believe in such 
argument for universal salvation, unless in him 
fulfilled the a>vful declaration : '* For this cause 
»d shall send them strong deluswn. . that they 
mid htlievt a lie, that they all might be damned 
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who believed not the troth, hut have pleasure in 
unrighteousness.'' Sd Thess. 3: 11, 13. 

God does indee'd ^^ keep mercy for thousands,'* 
i. e. " of generations," << of then^ that love him, 
and Jceep his commandments." £x. SO: 5, 6. He 
" forgives the iniquity, transgression, and sin" of 
all who 80 believe in Christ, as to obey the laws of 
his kingdom. But he also '' visits theiniquity of 
the fathors upon the children, and upon the chil- 
dren's children, unto the third and to the fourth 
generation ," that is, '^ of them that halt &tifi."-« 
l^JL. 20: 5. 

. If, to evade these remarks, it be said that JMli. 
D. like many of his sect, at the preseiit day, prow 
ably belieres that Gft>d never " cltdTa the guilty," 
even upon their faith and repentance, but that all 
suffer as much as their sins deserve ; I reply then 
he contradicts another part of the passage under 
consideration ; viz. *^forgimng iniquity, trans- 
gression, and sin." For it is a dictate of conunon 
sense, that those who suffer as mmk as their sins 
deserve, are not forgiven. If any are thus saved, 
their salvation must be without grace, and hy mere 
justice. 

And here let me ask, is it not time for many 
Universalist mimst<t|||to leave off preiching ^^ sal« 
vation by grace?" when in fact, they contiadict 
.every principle of grat^e, and exhibit nothing but 
deism in disguise. All tb^ efforts, in which they 
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fire not wanting^, to show that ^ man ni^y be pun^ 
ished all his sins deserve, and yet be forgiven, arer 
a too flagrant outrage of cotnmon sense, ever to be 
believed by any one, who is not willing to admit 
Universalism, not only without^ but against evi- 
dence. 

Another <[ue8tion is obvious:. Is it not time for 
the public to be delivered from the deception of" 
those preachers, who are ever discoursing upon 
^ace in salvation, and yet are continually setting 
aside every principle of grace ?

It has never been proved 
that all do come tot Christ, either in this world or. 
that which is to come. For all that appears from 
Mr. D's arguments, Sec. 4. those who '^ perish in 
their iniquity," perish forever. 

All mankind are not given to Christ in the cov- 
enant of redemption v. 39. " This is the Fath- 
er's will which hath sent me, that of all which he 
hath given me, I should lose nothing.'^ But " the 
son of perdition^', Judas, wets <*/o«/." John 17:

to do it merely ^ like the beasts ifiat perish."

We might as well argue that Adam never 
fell, because God commanded, " Of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil, tkou ahalt not eat ;" and 
that there never has been a particle of sin in the 
world, because God's law has ever required of all 
men perfect holiness. 

V. 23, 24. "I have sworn by myself, the word has 
gone out of my mouth in righteousness, and shall not 
retuti^, That unto me evety knee shall bow, &l every 
tongue shall swear. Surely shall one say, In the 
Lord have I righteousness and strength ; even to him 
shall men come ; and all that aro incensed against 
him shall be ashamed/' 
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All will at last acknowledge the right ot Chriat to 
he their Sovereign and Judge, and will bow to him 
either as obedient subjeots, subdued by grace, or as 
incorrigible enemies, destroyed by the sword of his 
justice. The passage keeps in view two totally dif- 
ferent characters : those who glory in the Savior, and 
those who are incensed against him. It is only the 
former, who shall say ^< In the Lord^ave I righteous* 
nes» and strength.*' 

REASON LVI. 

Rom. 14 : 10 — 12. ^< But why dost thou judge thy 
brother ? or why dost thou set at nought thy brother? 
For we shall all stand before the judgment seat of 
Christ ; for it is written, As I live, saith the Lord, 
every knee shall bow to me, and every tongue shall 
confess to God.

True. " God shall bring every work into judg- 
ment, with every secret thing, whether it be good, or 
whether it be evil." Eccl. 12 ; 14. " We must all 
appear before the judgment seat of Christ, that every 
one may receive the things done in his body, accor- 
ding to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad." 
2 Cor. 5 : 10. The time of standing before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ, will be a day of " the terror of 
the Lo)tl" to all who shall not have previously, sub- 
mitted, cordially, to Christ. <* Knowing, therefore, 
the terror of the Lord, we persuade men.'' V. 11. 
Thejudgmentseat of Christ will pierce with heart- 
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distracting terror, all the incorrigibly wicked. A 
Tiew of that terror was considered by the Apostle, as 
a most powerful and aflfecting motive, by which to per* 
suade sinners to submit to the terms of Gospel grace. 
By the "terror of the Lord" Jesus, when he shall sit 
on the throne of " eternal judgment," he urged sin- 
ners to bow to (hrist in humble and cordial 8u9- 
pissioB to his commands> on pain of being* made|o 
bow at last, as vanquished, but relendess enemies, un- 
der the sword of his justice. — Rea, 55.

REASON LIX.

The context is in irreconcilable opposition to the 
doctrine of Universal Salvation. Ver. 10 : " He 
shall see his aeedP This implies, that s<mie are pe^ 
cnliarly his. If we leave out the word his^ because 
added by the translators, the sense will still be the 
same ; seed must be a seed, which are peculiarly his. 
With or mthoiu (he word his, the passage conveys, 
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irresidtiblj, the idea of a "pot-tioV* divided to him 
cut of th^ gr^at fathiiy of man. And this is express- 
ly stated in v^r, 12 : * Therefore will I divide him a 
portitth with the great, and he shall divide the spoil 
with the Strong.' tt i% in vain to object, that the 
Word portion, i^ not in the original, but is supplied 
by the translators ; for the woird divide, is there, and 
itetablidhes at once, and forever, the import of the 
passage. A division is ^part; and Whether called 
a portion,.oT by aiiy other proper t^rm, it is not thd 
tehoh, 

Ht ASONS LX— LXIil. 

Rom. V. 18 — iO i " Therefore, as by the ofFence 
of one, judgment came upon all men to condemna- 
tion ; even so by the righteousness of one, the free 
gift came upon all men imto justification of life For 
as by one man's disobedience, many were made sin* 
kierd, so by the righteousness of one shall many be 
ihude righteous. Moreover, the law entered that the 
oifence mig^t abound ; but where sin abounded^ 
grace did much more abound ; that as sin hath reign- 
ed unto death, even so might grace reign throu^ 
righteousness anto eternal life, by Jesus Christ our 
JLord." 

It id evident fVom other parts of th6 chapter, that 
&6 Apostle ttddi^sses himself, i^ot to all men, but 
bhly to christfaiid, who Gonid t!knite with him in vaf- 
ikg, l^e have ptAcn ^tb OoA ; w bate acc<389 h^, 
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fiaJ^ into this grace, wherein xiot stand ; vk, ^loiy in 
tribulations also ; the love of God is shed abroad in 
vur hearts ; we also joy in God, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, by whom we have received the atone- 
ment ; being now justed by his blood ; being rt' 
conciled to God by th^ death of his Son. 

The Apostle also informs us, V. 17, who " shall 
reign in life by one, Jesus Christ f viz. not all the 
race of man, but ^< they which receive abundance of 
grace, and of the gift of righteousness;*' that is, 5e- 
lievers. For it is by faith, that the saving blessings 
of the gospel are received. And none who are not 
belivers, do receive these blessings. Believers^ 
therefore, and th«y only^ shall reign in life by Jesus 
Christ. Hence it follows, that the ^ all men, upon 
whom the free gift came unto justification of life,*^ 
are only the true church of God, in distinction from 
all unbelievers. 

There is nothing in the chapter, which can be 
made to say, that Adam and Christ represented an 
equal number of the human race. ^ All men being 

Justified by the righteoitsness of one, means, all who 
are justrfitd, at all or ever, obtain it in this way," 
i. e. by faith in Christ.— Da. Watts. Christ repre- 
sents only * the portion divided to him.'— J2ca. 59. 

The Apostle does not teach, therefore, that "jus- 
tification in Christ shall be e^woi," as to extent or 

^number, "to condsmnatioa in Ad^m;" he states no 
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«uch parallel, but intimates, plainly too, a differedt 

doctrine. 
Nor by saying, " Where sin abounded, grace did 

itmch mbre abound," does the Apostle have even the 

s^peatance of teachitig, that "the reign of grace 

shall surpass the reign of sin," in respect of number. 

This, as Christ <*took not on him the nature of an* 

gels," (Heb.2! 16) was a natural impossibility. The 

reign of gf*ace surpasses the reign of sin, in respect 

only of believers. And the Apostle informs us, v. 16- 

how it does this. By one offence, even tliat of our 

first parents in partaking of the fruit of the interdicted 

tree, judgment came upon aU mtn to condemnation; 

but to all believer^ the free gift is of many o^ences^ 

even all their sinsj unto justification. 

REASON LXIV. 

Isa. 63 : 11. << He shall see the travail of his soul, 
and shall be satisfied." — ^True. And he will be satis- 
fied with whatever is the will of the Father. Mat. £6.* 

And whatever may be desirable to his benevolent 
heart, in itself considered, the demands of justice, all 
things considered, will satify him. If it be said that 
these demands require the salvation of all men,,be- 
cause '*he died for all," I reply, he suffered no more 
for all, than would have been necessary for the sal- 
vation of a single ifidividual. In a word, Christ will 
be satisfied with the poHion which the Father will 
*' divide to him^-^i2ea. 59. 
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REASON LXT. 

Isa. Ivii. 16 : « For I will not contend forever, 
neither will I be always wrath ; for the spirit should 
fail before me, and the souls which I have made ;'' 
that is, say Universalists, ' no soul can sustain end- 
less torments ;' such torments ' would annihilate.'-^ 
So then, the Scripture, Jer. xxxii. 17, which says, 
** there is nothing too hard for the Lord,'' is not 
true ! God cannot preserve souls to endure endless 
torments ! Is this the piety and reverence of Uni- 
versalism t 

The passage speaks only of 6o4*s fatherly chas- 
dsements of his ^ peculiar people ;" and the mean- 
ing is, he will not contend and be wroth forever 
against them, on account of their imperfections and 
declensions, for then would their courage fail, and 
their souls sink into despair. But however merci- 
fully God, deals with the righteous, '< there is no 
peace, saith my God, to the wicked," ver. tl. Read 
the whole paragraph, Y. IS — %l.

** be destroyed."" ' This is too evidently the import 
of the passage, to* sequise further commenf. 

Rev.xxii. 5. ^ And there shall be no night there ; 
and they need no candle,. neither light of the sun ; 
for the Lord God givfeth.them light ;. and they shall 
leign forever and ever." — But who shall reign for- 
ever and ever in heaven ? The *< servants" of God. 
V. 3, 4. And will the whole race of man be the ser- 
vants of God ? *' Without are dogs, and sopcerers, 
and whoremongers," &c. V. 15.' The chapter ex- 
hibits two different characters, and two different 
States, y. 11. 

REASON LXXn, 

Th* final restoration is the most consistent plan 
of reconciling the apparent contradiction between 
the threatenings and the promises of God. '* I will 
a« mora have mercy upon the bouse of Israel."

God."**Yet immediately after he adds, ''And it 
shall come to pass in the place where it was said un- 
to them, ye are not my people, there shall it be said 
onto tbem^ Ye are the sons of the living God."

A curious reason indeed! Does not Ifr. D. know,' 
and evcfy body else, ^at an apparant contradiction 
is not a real contradiction f According, ^erefore,' 
to his own statement, there is in fact no eontr€U[i^^ 
Hon here to be reconciled^ by either the doctrine of 
llestoration, or any other theological systeisi. 

Read the passage^ V. 6—11. BytlH^inoath of 
ihe prophet, €k>d threatens the ruin of ''the house 
of Israel," as a kingdom separate frcrsi that of Ju* 
dab, or in distinction from that of Judah ; rer. 6, 9. 
Mercy is promised to the house of Judah, in distinc- 
tion from the house of Israel ; ver. 7. And yet God 
would fulfil his promises to the fathers, in respect 
to the house of Israel. But how ? The Bible and 
History answer, By many of the Israelites being tint- 
ted unth the JetM, and with Ihem partaking of the 
blessings of divine goodness ; ver. 11.

Ueves tbat^od << will by no means clear the guilty,^ 
however penitent and believing, but will inflict upon 
every sinner as much punisbmeat^ as his iniquities 
deserve! For a man of such a creed, to exhibit the 
Atonement of Christ as a ground for believing in 
the M^vation of aUf or even onej of our race, is 
worse than trifling; ir is solemn mockery. Reason

The obligttion of mankbid to << repeat and b^ 
Heve," does not rest et all iipon the fNirpoae or 
ehoice of God to save them. A divine pvpoae* in 
the abfltradycan impoee no obligation whateter. If 
maiddnd are capable of committing ain at ail, the/ 
would have been equally capable of it, had no raer* 
cy ever been prepared for the penitent and believing. 
They are under obligation to be holy, btcaugt €hd, 
eimmumds them to be so ; and they are capable of 
committing sin, because diey are capable of break- 
ing his command. ** Siir is " not the frustration of 
a divine purpose, but '< the transgression of the law.**

Shall I be told, that the Author speaks of repent- 
ai/ce and faith, as " means of salvation ?" But

follow from bis principle, that sinners are as inno- 
cent as holy angels in heaven, in continuing impen" 
itent and unbelieving, until the moment arrives in 
which God has purposed to have them repent and 
believe ; for if their obligation rests upon his pur- 
pose, it cannot commence at an earlier period.

" all things,'*^ spoken of by the prophet Sf and no 
more. But what do the prophets say ? Read on a 
a little further, in the same chapter. ** Moses truly 
said, — It shall come to pa$s, that every soul which 
will not hear that Prophet, \evcn Christ, " shall be 
destroyed from among the peopled V. 22, £3. Deut. 
xviii: 19. Not only Moses, but David, Asaph, Isa- 
iah, and other prophets taught the destruction of the 
wicked. Ps. xxi : 8, 9. Ixxiii : 27. Isa. xxxiii : 
14. Jer. iv : 4. Dan. xii : 2. Hence, the " best 
of all reasons," is a reason which has no weights 

^ut there is, perliaps, in this argument for Uni- 
versalism a still greater infelicity. Though I have 
in no case, in the preceding pages, proposed a new 
translation of any passage of Scripture, I shall pro- 
pose one of vs. 19—21 ; put in italics the words, which 



are diilerent from, the common Tersion. Aa the

HoMse 
the question of long life, or ^ short life/' om deler«- 
mtne nothing respecting the guilt and the deserts of 
the sinner. 

No one doubts, that- punishment may be proper^ 
donate to crime, and yet be of longer dvralim^ than 
the act of transgression^ But how much? In the 
solutimi of this question, the question of ItnM, oolong 
or ohort^ has no place. The mind at once, as nam* 
rally- as if by instinct, fixes upon the obligations vio- 
lated, Mid the mischief done. And to determine 
the obligations Yiplaled, and the mischief done, wo 
consider c^ootfl tcAom the crime is committed; 
whether a king, a parent, an equal, or an inferior. 
Independent df su^h considerations, stealing the 
worth of a farthing from a servant, would be as great 
a sin, and deserve as great a pumshment, as the mur* 
der of a parent, or the assassbntion of a king. 

And here I would ask any reasonable person^ 
whetherin estimating the ei;il of sin ogaimt Qo4^ 
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we are to omit tbose considentkuis, by wbieh we 
are iBTUiabty guided in our estimate of the puniah- 
ineDt due to a crime of one man against another ? If 
we »ef then can against Ood is no greater an otiI, 
tfaaa agcdnst man. . Will this be pretended ? Does 
any one believe this ? Can any one believe this? 

But, on the other hand, if we are to estimate the 
evil of 8i& against God, by the rules we emf^oy m 
estimating it among men,^ how does this evil rise and 
•well beyond all the powers of human computation ? 
It- is conimitted against a Being of infinite ptrfte* 
Uon andin^finUe glory : What then does the sinner 
deserve ? It tends to mischief of it^imte txteni in 
the imiyerse of God ; and, but for Ins power and 
gracCi would product univcrsai aftordky, misnUef and 
i»retdktdniM : What th^i does the sinner deserve ^ 
The fact, that €K>d interposes by his power aad 
grace, for tiie prevention of many of the eonse- 
qoences of sin, and overrules it for good, causing 
even ^ the wrath of msm to praise him,'' dees m>t 
Aminish the guilt of the tsaasgressoi . 

fiHianers are just as criminal, as if their sins actu- 
i^y produced all the evils to which they tend, Agam, 
therefore, I ask, what does the sinner deserve ? 

If the sinner do not deserve infinite punishment 
what does he deserve ? The crimes of man againtt 
man, vtejwUy punished by fines, imprisonment, and 
deaih.

CONCLUSION. 

The doetnme» the sophisiry and the emftiaeie oi: 
whieh has heea exposed !» the preaedipii^ pages, by 
agfaineealwhaiBay tnjdtgr be caUed- tlie mM a nit 
oTall the evidence exhilntedin its sopfortat tkm 
present day, iea^doctriaese congenial to d^,av€d.. 
noivre, that, but fcnrtfae inflnenceoi God's TOrd.«id 
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Spirit^ amf the dietates of enlightened reason, it 
would ere diis time, have become vniversaUy papU' 
iar. On die other hand, the doctrine I have advo- 
cated, is obviously in most direct opposition to the 
feelings and wftbes of fallen man. It says to the 
goiity and wayward transgressi^, amid bis idplatry 
offame, wealth, and pleasure, Believe^ repent, and 
becoaie holy, on pain of everlasting exclusion from 
the gracious presence of €k>d, and everiasting con<p 
linement in the dark abodes of woe. It makes no 
compromise with his sinful desires and irreligious 
praetice ; in a voice, loud as thunder, it proclaims in 
his ear, Renunciation, or D^ath ; take thy choice ; 
and if thou art not wise in thy choice, the conse- 
quences of thy folly thou alone must bear. 

Is the dinner aroused from his slumbers, and inci* 
ted to pause, consider, deliberate ? Another siAject 
elicits his attention. The beloved sins he must re- 
linquish, the unearthly affections he must cultivate, 
and the self-denying duties he must perform, pass 
through his mind. The sacrifice appears too great; 
the delusive charms of earth dazzle his eyes ; and 
bis feelings shrink back, and seek to evade the pain- 
ful surrender. *^ Alienated from the life of God," 
no heavenly disposition bums within his breast, no 
oelesttal joy warms bis bosom, in view of the sacri- 
fiees to be made, the duties to be performed, or the 
end to be obtained. What then, shall he do ? Deny 
binml^ take up his cross, and follow Christ ? The 



tlHoggbt awaktni 4ns aveesioB ; ii requires iiim to 
sign tbe death-warrant of all his sinful jo;s. Shdil 
be seek peace in postponement of duty, auod r^solot 
tions of luiuf e araendisent ? This does not fully sa^ 
isfy his reason. Death may arrest lum in an unexT 
pected mcHnent. He doe$ not, at all times, feel pe^ 
feedy sa£B. His <<dangear of eternal dwamtkai" 
oceasioaaUy haunts Izis mind» and excites a ^ learfiil 
looking .for of jndgensent and fiery indignation.''' 

To secivre exemption from evejty feajTjt and yst re- . 
tain in midinnmshed strengtli his love of sin, what 
can be done ? Why, embracer tbe doctrine of Univerr 
sal siilTation. This many a sinner attempts, aoA,^ 
perhaps, succeeds. All is now safe. He catt sia : 
on without restraiot, and yet hope for heaven. Hift , 
sins may expose him to some tsmpoKiry evils, hut 
not to the loss of heaven, nor the pains of eternal 
death. There is no eternal hell; heaTsnis sure; 
not because he really believes, in his sdber moiAQirtSy 
that be has one heavenly disposition, but because;*-' 
All will be saved. Perhaps he even boldly asssits,. 
what many of his brethren have done before faim» 
that there is no snch thing as regenerj^on in this, 
life, and that all pretenosS to it are but • tbe dreams 
of delusion. 

A '* heart, deceitful above aU things," carries him 
still further into the regions of inconsistency. ^ Sen-

Christians of an opposite faith are now 
treated as the dwarfs of a dark age ; while he, with 
all his sin and guilt, glories in being a saint of al- 
most super-human excellence. The martyrs, who

If these lines should meet the eye of any one,

In Mark ix. 43, the immediate means of suffering 
to- the impenitent are ' styled by our Baviour, ** the 
fire that never shall be qiietiched." 

In several passages of the Scriptures, particularly 
in Matt. Xxv. 46 ; Dan. xii; 2 ; Matt.-xiii. S6, &c.^ 
the happiness of the righteous and the sufferings of 
the wicked are e^ibited to us in n^hat may be called 
a parallel manner ; and yet no intimation is given 
that the duration of the one will not be equally ex- 
tended with that of the other. 

In mark xir. SI, oinr Savior says, ** Woe to that 
man by whom the Son of man is betrayed. . €kMid' 
were it for that man thai he had never been bom^'' 
If Jtidas should be misersd>le through any liraited 
duration, liowever long, and shourd afterward be hap- 
py through the eternity which would- lie* beyond it^ 
this position must, wiUi mathematical evidence,- be 
seen to be cintrue. 

In Luke xvi. 25, the rich man is informed by A-* 
braham that "^ in his life time he had . received his 
good things ; as Lazarus had likewise reeeived his 
evtl things.*' Zjazarus had received all his evil 
tilings. The rich man must cleiurly, I tiilnk, be con-^ 
sidered as^ having received all his good things. Es* 
pecially will this be evMent, wbeti weTemember 
that the declaration is made as a conclusive reason 



why h€ eoyld not receiTe a single drop of water, t&er 
only good thing for which he asked. 

In Piklm 50, which seems plainly to be an accoui^ 
of the* last judgment, we have^ in the SSd verse, sub- 
joined to this aceomit, the -following monition : 
** Now consider this, ye that forget God ; lest I tear 
you in pieces, and there be none to detiyer." 

In Hatt. xTiii. tS, tec, we hare the parable of the 
servant in4io owed ten thousand talents, and hadnoth-* 
ing to pay. This servant his lord ultimately com- 
manded to be thrown into prison, and there confined 
until he should pay the debt. How eyident is it that 
dtis man could never pay the debt, and therefore- 
muflC forever remain in prison. 

Itt John iii. 86, our Saviour says ** He that believ- 
etk not the Son shall not see life." I can conceive^ 
of no language which could more efiectually cut off', 
every hope of the impenitent than this. • 

In Rev. xxi. 17, it is saidi *^ There shall iii no wise 
enter mto it," that is, into the heavenly city, *^ xny 
thing that defileth, or that worketh abomination or 
thatmaketh a lie; 4Mat they who are written in the 
^i^amb's book of Life." According to the declara- 
lions of Scripture^ all impenitent sinneirs are defiiers. 
TheylaM work that which is abominable in the sight 
dJT God ; and in ttiis character, as they h&ve not re- 
l»ented, nor believed in the Redeemer, nor ceased to 
sin; they wiU all appear before th^ir Jjudge;^ and

The supposition that their su&ring^ in a future 
.world will be complete, involveB it ae a consequence 
that they will contUiue to sin. If they were to be^ 
eome penitent and virtuouSi Uiey would of courfie 
possess many enjoyments, and those of a very imp- 
portent nature. Our Saviour speaking to St. John 
concerning those who in the future world are excl^ 
ded from heaven, says, (Rev. xxii. 15,) *^ Without 
are dogs, and sorcerers, and whoremongers, and 
murderers, and idolaters, and whosoever loveth and 
maketh a lie." It will not be questioned that this is 
an account of sinners. It cannot be questioned that 
this is an account of their existing character in die 
future world. 

«Do therefore," says Solomon, (Eccl. ix. \%) 
'<wbatthy hand findeth to do wi& thy might: for 
there is no work, device, knowledge, nor wisdom, Hk 
the world of spirits, whither thou goest.** ^^Vf'w* 
dom," in the language of Solomon, denotes virtue 
or the religion of the heart. " Work" here . intendft 
|he work of salvation; . the work in which virtue is 
assumed, and increased. There is, then, in thai^ 
world, no work of salvation, no assumption of virtue^^ 
Of course, those who get into that world in t^e clq^^ 
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therefore b% punished with the same justice as i)| ilif .
